; rtaflM or w ith which of the route agents the fault 
exists. We have now however a case in point, whete 
i: is traceable to the Cincinnati postoffice. For the 
last tbree days the Cincinnati paper- mailed there 
earlv in the morning have cot been received here 
until tfce following morning. Now the train leaves 
there at 10 o'clock in the morning with the mail, 
tbree hours at least after the papers were sent to the 
postoflice, yet they were suffered to lie there till 10 
o'clock at night before they were forwarded. Some 
of the Eastern papers, which are received there in 
time to be fot warded by the night train, are kept 
kept there till the following morning. We do not 
believe that Dr. Vattier, the Cincinnati postmaster, 
is aware of these delays at his office, and doubt not 
that he will have them promptly corrected. 

The same thing happens on the route between 
Crestline and Indianapolis and Indianapolis and this 
point. Yesterday, for instance, we received three 
New York mails, while the preceding day neither a 
New York or Philadelphia paper came to hand. 
Sometimes we receive one New York paper, and all 
others of the same day come three or four days after 
in a Western mail. These are matters of almost 
every day occurrence. The miseending of the mail 
may be attributable to the route agents and not to 
the postmasters. 

To secure the speedy and regular delivery of the 
mail here, the miils from the Atlantic cities for this 
city, and also those intended for distribution here, 
should be made up in separate bags, so that they 
could be transferred from one railroad to another 
without delay, and the local agents should see that 
all such transfers are m ade promptly.

A Common Grievance. — Every Deputy Post- 
master is required by law to mark every letter going 
from his office with the place whence and the date 
when it is sent. A strict compliance with this law 
for various reasons, necessary and proper. 
Now we can say unhesitatingly that the law in 
question is to all intents and purposes disregarded 
far more frequently than it is observed. On not 
more than one in five of the letters received at our 
office, or, we presume, at any other office, or by any 
individual, is there a legible stamp designating the 
date and place when or whence sent. We and un- 
questionably hundreds of thousands of others have 
often been not a little perplexed by such non-com- 
pliance with the law. 

This non-compliance is simply the result of care- 
lessness or laziness on the part of deputy postmasters 
and their clerks. They use the same stamp, without 
re-inking it, upon perhaps ten or a dozen letters, the 
impression, too faint perhaps at first, becoming con- 
stantly fainter and fainter, so that, upon a large ma- 
jority of the letters, it is wholly undistinguishable

XXXVTH CONGRESS— FIRST SESSION. 
Friday's Proctedingt Conclude. 

Washington, Dec. 18. 
Senate. — Mr. Hunter, while explaining the provi- 
sions of the bill, said, although the crisis in commer- 
cial circles was perhaps past, yet there would not 
be a general revival of trade before the last of April 
or the first of May. Before that time the mouey 
now proposed to be raided would be needed by the 
Treasury Department. 

Mr. Seward thought the necessity to issue notes 
was clear, but the bill was not sufficiently guarded 
in several particulars. It had no limilation as to 
time during which these notes might be issued. It 
was his opinion that the revenues to be collected 
during the present year would meet all deficiencies, 
and there would be another session of Congress 
next year when any further action might be taken 
which seemed necessary. Therefore, he projwsed 
to limit the bill to the beginning of the next session. 
He thought ten millions would be sufficient. And 
the rate of interest contemplated seemed too high; 
four per centum would procure all the money of 
which the government might stand in need of. 
Mr. Hunter had no oi jections to limiting the time. 
A large surplus is needed to carry on the operations 
of the government. The Senators have the experi- 
ence of the Secretary of the Treasury to justify them 
in supposing it would be safe to issue this amount, 
or so much thereof as he might find needful. The 
surplus in the treasury had been rapidly diminishing 
ever since the suspension of specie payments by the 
banks. | Here the proceedings were interrupted by 
a message from the House announcing the death of 
Mr. Montgomery, of Pennsylvania, when Mr. Bigler 
pronounced a eulogy on the character of the deceas- 
ed.] Mr. Hunter resumed: As to the rate of inter- 
est, he had no idea that the notes would be issued at 
6 per cent; but it was better that that rate should be 
fixed as a maximum. He presumed that the Sec- 
retary would try the market at 3 per cent. 

Mr. Simmons vindicated the banks from the 
charge in the President's message that they were 
the cause of the present commercial revulsion. He 
thought thev ought not to be caUed irresponsible in- 
stitutions. The evils attending them were the re- 
sult of speculation. Productive labor is the only 
sure basis of wealth. The change of duties at the 
last session of Congress, which was made in order 
to deplete the Treasury, had encouraged specula- 
tion. He advocated a protective tariff as the means 
of preventing England from obtaining that com- 
mercial ascendancy, to which she has been directing 
all her efforts ever since she found she could not con- 
quer us by arms. He only wanted ten millions, 
and would" vote for the bill with that reduction. 

Mr. Hunter could not consent to such a reduction. 
If oniy ten millions were authorized, he thought 



they would be called upon for another bill in Janua- 
ry. He was willing to reduce the maxi 
of interest to 4> a per cent, and limit the 
of the bill to one year 

Mr. Crittenden preferred to have no interest on 
the notes, but let them circulate as bank notes.

He recollected when the gentleman "from Pa., (Mr. 
Grow), in the last Congress, had reported bills re- 
lating to the Territories and caused a vote on them 
by moving the previous question, not even an 
amendment lieing permitted. Land bills had been 
similarly forced through. 

Mr. Grow denied that be had ever reported a bill 
that had not been printed at least ten days. Let 
the gentleman frcm Yirpinia refer to a single bill 
that ue ever pressed which 
for the last few years. He I 
alluded to Kansas. 

Mr. Jones gave notice that he would ask for the 
consideration of the bill on Monday. 

The committee rose. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, of Virginia, the special 
committee charged with the examination of the 
public printing was also directed to inquire into 
binding, engraving, paper, and the publication of 
debates in the Congressional Globe, &c. 

Mr. Banks introduced a bill authorising the peo- 
ple of Kansas to form a constitution and State gov- 
ernment preparatory to admission into the I'nion 
with all the rights of the original States, which was 
referred to the Committee on Territories. 

A joint resolution was introduced by Mr. Taylor, 
>>f New Yoik, and passed, for paying "the arrearages 
cf the salaries of the meml>ers of Congress at the 
commencement instead of at the close of the session.

Senator Douglas's bill, introduced into the Senate 
to-day, provides for a hoard of rive person*, anpoint- 
ed by the President and confirmed by the Senate, 
to make enumeration of the inhabitants and a fair 
apportionment of the members of a convention; the 
electiou to l>e held on a day designated by the board, 
(not less than 90 nor more than 120 days from the 
passage of this act) and who are entrusted with the 
appointment of judges acd places of voting. The 
voting is to be confined to free white male citizens 
of the United States over 21 years of age who may 
l>e l>ona fide inhabitants of the Territory on the 21st 
of December, and who shall have resided 3 months 
next l>efcre said ehction in the county in which they 
offer to vote. The convention to assemble not less 
than 30 nor more than GO days after the election ot 
delegates, and the constitution to lie submitted to 
the legal voters for their acceptance or rejection; 
and, unless adopted by a majority of all the legal 
votes cast, it sh«U l-e null aud void. The bill se- 
cures the personal and political rights of the

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A Woed Aeodt Nicaragua.— As this country 
hasfbr sometime part attracted much of the pub- 
lic attention, and is likely to do so for some time to 
come, a geographical description of it might be of 
interest to many readers who meet every day with 
newspaper accounts of events occurring there. Ni- 
caragua lies between the 10:h and 15th parallels of 
north latitude; it has an average length of 250 
miles to a breadth of about 220. consequently has an 
area of about 55,000 square miles, which is about 
the size of the State of Illinois. One-tenth part of 
the whole surface of the State is covered by the 
Lake of Niciragui. which is 110 miles lo:i c ' with 
an average breadth of 40 miles, and lies iu the 
south-western part of the State, ten or twelve 
miles from the Pacific Coast. This lake receives a 
great many small streams of water, and discharges 
them again through the river St. Juan (pronounced 
San Wan), which, running from the south-western 
ead of the lake, after a course of about 100 miles, 
I into the Caribbean Sea, at I'mita Arenas, in 
of the State. It was at this 
paint that Walker landed with 450 of his military 
followers on the 25th day of last month. The river 
is deep, but narrow and crooked, aud is navigable 
tm small steam vessels from its mouth to the lake. 
Nicaragua is bounded on the south by Costa Rica, the 
most southern of the States of Central America; 
on the north by the State of Honduras; east by the 
Caribbean Sea; and west by the Pacific Ocean. It 
has about 300 miles cf coast on either ocean. It 
was on the south-westera side of the lake, and in 
the vicinity of Rivas and Grenada, that most of 
Walker's military exploits were performed. 

Nicaragua has a population of 250,000 m all, 
counting the remnants of the aboriginal tribes, half- 
breeds, and Spanish; of the last there are but few, 
but they are in fact the strength of the State, being 
priests and officers of government and 
the 6oU and masters of the native popula- 
tion. Nowhere, perhaps, on the continent of Amer- 
ica has the original population reached so great a 
depth of human degradation as in the Central Amer- 
ican States. With no prospect but extinction or 
the moat abject slavery before them, they are in- 
dolent, vicious, faithless, and filthy to the last de- 
gree, subsisting on the spontaneous bounties of na- 
ture, and, when this resource fails, on any descrip- 
tion of offal or garbage that presents itself to 
their depraved palates. The climate is warm, and 
thay require but little clothing, and this little is so 
filthy as to render the sight of them unbearably 
loathsome. Whether Walker's success would im- 
prove their moral or physical condition is a fair 
subject for specu'ation.

He, however, shortly after 
laid down and died, from no apparenUcause but the 
deep grief and mortification caused by his pecuniarv 
trouble.

On reaching the gaol, Hodson or- 
dered the Princes out of the vehicle; they, imagin- 
ing all was not right for themselves, began (native 
like-) to talk and say they hoped there might be an 
inquiry into their conduct. Hodson said "cheep- 
roks" (be quiet), and ordered them to take oft' all 
their fine clothes. When this was done, he said, 
"now get in again," and ordered the driver to pro- 
ceed. He then beckoned to one of his men, and 
asked for a carbine, and, w ith his own hand, shot 
each and all of the three Princes. He then took 
their bodies iato the city and laid them out for in- 
spection in front of the Kotasallie, where those 
wretches had hud out their Victims during the mas- 
sacre.

Saturday's Procecdbi'jt. 

Washin-qtox, Dec. ID. 

Senate. — Mr. Crittenden submitted a resolution 
that in consideration of the iuiasci.il condition of the 
country and embjrrHSsments of the treasury the 
rates of duty eatablished by the tariff of March Its , 
ought to le materially increaaed, and also in f i\ it 
of a substitution of a system of home valuation on 
imported goods. It lies over. 

Tks Senate resumed the consideration of the 
treasury note bill. Mr. Wilson said the closing 
hours of the thirty-fourth Congress were divo'.ed to 
efforts to deplete "the treasury, and they were now 
at tl e commenojinent of the tan ty-1 f h tr> ifg to fill 
the treasury which was empty. "He called attention 
to some facts connected with the expenditures of 
the government. 

Mr. Wilson thought Congress should revise the 
tariff, so as to restore the duties on iron, cotton, and 
woolen goods to where they were by the tariff of 
'4i>. That v.ould increase the revenue of the cour- 
try something like two millions of dollars, and thus 
afford some relief. He would vote for ten millions 
of treasury notes uader the circumstances, but not 
for twenty. 

Mr. Hunter insisted that ten million? are not 
enough, and it would be necessary to pass another 
bill next jear providing for more, and he thought it 
had better be done at once. 

Houte — The House resumed the consideration of 
Bennett's resolution providing for the appointment 
of a special committee to take into consideration all 
papers subject to a railroad to the Pacific. 

Mr. Birksdale made an unsuccessful motion to 
table the resolution — M against 99. Several inci- 
dental questions wtre dettriniaed by a yea and nay 
vote. 

Mr. Florence said the House had evidence that no 
good could come from sitting on Saturday, and made 
an ineffectual motion to adjourn. 

TLe subject was passed over and the Iioi:se went 
into committee on the treasury note bill. 

Ni:\v Haven, Dec. 19. 

Last w inter a lx>y named Chas. E. Sage, about 19 
years of age, was missing from his home, Cromwell, 
near Middletown, in this State, and an Irishman 
named Patrick Nugent was arrested on a charge of 
murder and putting the body under the ice in Con- 
necticut river. In'a few months afterwards a body 
was found in the river without a head. This body 
was believed to be that of the missing boy, from 
several marks upon it, as well as from a portion of 
the clothing. Soon after, the lining of an overcoat 
was found answering to the description of that worn 
by the missing person. 

Some months after, a sailor named Renson direct- 
ly charged Nugent, the Irishman, with the murder. 
He said he saw the deed done and assisted Nugent 
in putting the corpse under a hay-mow. He de- 
scribed accurately the lad's appearance — his dress 
and the color of his hair, and declared that he had 
not had any peace of mind since the murder, and 
that he had come to Cromwell expresslv to divulge 
all he knew about it. He confronted Nugent and 
charged the deed upon him. The accused deuied it, 
but trembled from head to foot. 

A true bill was found against Nugent and he was 
to be tried this month. Within a few days, howev- 
er, the missing boy has been discovered in the inte- 
rior of Pennsy lvanb by his uncle. A special court 
was immediately held "and Nugent was liberated. 
Benson, the sailor, has l>een arrested for perjury 
with intent to take life and acknowledged bis guilt. 
The crime will send him to the State's prison for 
life.

The bill intended to define tbe jurisdiction of the 
Louisville Chancery Court, reported by Mr. Muir. 
came up in the House this morning, and paased 
w it bout a dissenting vote. This result has been an- 
ticipated here, and therefore created no surprise. It 
was sent to the Senate immediately, and referred, cf 
course, to tbe Judiciary committee. It will doubt 
less lie reported back to-morrow, and wilf then re- 
ceive the sanction of that body. 

Senator Andrews reported a bill this morning 
which proposed to take the >-nse of the people as to 
the propriety of calling a Convention to remodel the 
organic law of the S at-. Ihe main feature of the 
Constitution intended to be amended was tbe present 
mode of electing Judges by the people. Mr. A. ac- 
companied the report with a logical argument 
against the custom of choosing J udges at a popular 
election. The report, however, was tabled by a 
large vote, and it is not probable that any further 
effort will be made during the present session to alter 
the Constitution of the State. The Senate adjourn- 
ed at an early hour. 

In the House, Mr. Trapnall reported a MM making 
it a just ground of divorce for a husband or wife to 
nee the State to avoid a prosecution for felony, 
which was passed; and the same gentleman reported 
a bill allowing jurors in inferior comta fifty cents 
per day for their services, to be added to the costs 
of suit, which was regarded with favor, but which 
was referred. The bills for the establishment of a 
game law and for the suppression of be'ting on elec- 
tions failed to pass, the former lieing tabled and the 
latter having !>een withdrawn by the gentleman 
who obtained the leave to bring it in. 

When the bill was reported providing foran ap- 
propriation equal to S700 per annum as remunera- 
tion to Dr. W. L. Sutton (of Geargetown) and oth- 
ers for the admirable statistics of births, deaths, 
marriages, &c. considerable debate arose as to the 
propriety of the appropriation. A new member 
from a mountain county thought the appropriation 
enormous, and that the same labor could have been 
performed by a competent clerk (no allusion to tbe 
present Assistant Clerk of tbe House) in a month's 
time. It transpired, however, that the 
Burns" uttered were used without 
for he subsequently confessed that he had sjm 
seen the reports for which it was proposed to make 
an appropriation. Every scientific reader, and, in- 
deed, most general readers, will rememlter the de- 
gree of pleasure and profit with which he has perus- 
ed tbe admirable reports of the distinguished Dr. 
Sutton. The trifling recompense which the Doctor's 
friends ask for the immense research and labor 
which have enabled him to make this ' 
tribution to the statistics of the Commo 
to science itself, should not be withheld one moment. 
Mr. Goodloe, the able representative from Wood- 
ford, viewed the report correctly and favored the 
passage of the bill with his usual force aud elo- 
quence. The measure was ordered to l>e printed, 
and made the special order for Wtdnesdav next. 

An effort will be made to amend the law of limi- 
tation as to real estate, tbe Judiciary Committee 
having been imperatively instructed to report a bill 
with that view. Certain lands in Lawrence, anil 
perhaps other counties, are covered by no less than 
five, ten, and fifteen titles, and it is hoped by the 
amendment to avert considerable litigation. 

The bill reported by Mr. Muir, creating the office 
of Inspector of t'oreicn lumber, passed the House 
this morning. Mr. Muir has reported one or two 
other bills of general application and importance, in 
reference to which I will particularize when they 
come up in their regular order. 

A petition was presented in the House this morn- 
ing from the widow of the late Edward .dylott, pray- 
ing re mil iteration for services while engaged in a 
geological survey of Kentucky. It will be remem- 
bered that the deceased lost his life at the Falls of 
the Ohio last summer while he was pursuing bus sci- 
entific researches. I do net know the amount of re- 
lief Mrs. M. is seeking, but she is known to be a most 
excellent and deserving lady. Her late husband 
was a gentleman of science and amiable character. 
As he left an interesting familv in great need, it is 
hoped the State will be sufficiently jus' and gener 
ous to rememlier kindly the widow and orphans of 
those who have rendered the Commonwealth valua- 
ble service. ELEVE.
